Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested an interview on the merits after the non-final office action so as 
to further argue the claimed limitations and to request reconsideration of the position taken by the office. Concerning 
the 112(2) rejection as put forth in the office action, applicant remarked that the claimed invention of claim 22 e.g.. did 
read on the elected embodiment since the locking device (17) did "lock" the running carriage (3) to the pull out rail (2) 
as evidenced in the drawings fnote figures 13-151 and the amended specification i.e.. "fixed (locked)" recitation. After 
further review and consideration in view of applicant's presentation, the examiner agrees with applicant that the 
language as now claimed, does read on the elected invention in principle, but the examiner now notes that since the 
"locking device" f rocker 171 is just one element in a collective group of elements needed in order to perform the 
intended function, the issue of how the rocker bv itself can perform the intended usage, without the inclusion of the 
opening (50) on the pull out rail and the tab (19) of the support rail, will be a point of contention. As such, the position 
with regards to the prior art will be maintained at this point in the prosecution since the claim's lack of clarity / general 
broadness allows for multiple interpretations of the cited reference fat least for the independent claims!. If applicant 
would amend to positively incorporate the remaining elements i.e.. opening of the pull out rail and tab o f the support 
rail, in conjunction with the locking device in order to provide a clear description of the elected invention that is able to 
function as claimed, the examiner would give favorable consideration towards allowance of the claims .

Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111. 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.
